Goldwater, Stennis 
On Cult’s Hit List, 
Ex-Member Says 
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SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 21 (AP) — Terri Buford, j 
one time financial manager of the ill-fated Peoples j 
Temple, said today that Sens. Barry Goldwater j)r- 
AKRIZ.) and John Stennis (D-Miss.)' were on a temple 
“hit list.” 

She also said state . Attorney General Evelle 
Younger and U.S. Attorney William Hunter were on 
a list of people to be killed in case anything hap- 
pened to the cult’s leader, the Rev. Jim Jones. 

Buford said the person assigned to carry out the 
■ assassinations was Sandra L. Bradshaw, 32, a temple 
member in San Francisco. ' 

Buford, a former confidante of Jones, left the 
cult’s Guyana agricultural community three weeks 
before Jones and more than 900 cult members died 
in a mass suicide-murder on Nov. 18, her attorney, 
Mark Lane, says. 

Speaking at a news conference, Buford offered 
few details on why Goldwater, Stennis and the 
other officials were on the “hit list.” She said the 
temple also planned to kill all defectors. 

Referring to the “hit list,” she said Jones dis- 
cussed the assassinations before ab<nit 1,000 people 
in .Jonestown. “His instructions were to never let an- 
yone forget Jin Jones’ death,” she said. 

' Buford and Lane told reporters that she made the 
same allegations in her appearance Wednesday be- 
fore a federal grand jury investigating the temple 
and the assassination of Rep. Leo J. Ryan (D-Calif.), 
which occurred just before the mass deaths. She 
was questioned later Wednesday by investigators 
for Younger’s office, she said. 

Bradshaw and temple officials here were not im- 
mediately available for comment. 

Just before the qews conference, Buford was sub- 
poenaed to appear Jan. 17 before a county grand 
jury investigating the temple in connection with the 
murder-suicide last month. 

Lane, who left the jungle camp just before the 
murder-suicides last month, also was subpoenaed. 
His appearance was set for Jan. 24. 

Asked how she thought more than 900 people had 
' died in Guyana, Buford replied: “I think they were 
murdered.” 

On Wednesday, Lane said Buford had-tumed over 
temple bank account records showing that the cult 
■ had more than $7.5 million in Swiss banks in Pan- 
ama.
